Ms. Chadwick discussed the pending claims in view of the prior art and stated that nowhere in the cited prior art is a 
false positive of less than1/3900 bp disclosed. The exanniner explained that the recitation "wherein the method has a 
false positive of less than 1 per 3900bp" is not a limiting method step, but a result of the method steps. However, 
because the prior art teaches the method steps, and because the prior art distinguishes a single-nucleotide, the cited 
prior art teaches the limitations of the claims. The examiner further stated that the specification (e.g. page 27) 
describes method steps for obtaining the false positive of less than 1/3900bp wherein a perfect match difference plot is 
derived from hybridization signals. The examiner suggested that method steps to incorporate the plot as described in 
the specification would be limiting and would most likely overcome the cited prior art. Ms. Chadwick stated that she 
would discuss these issues with the inventors before responding to the examiner's statements. 
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
